St.  John  is  the  largest  and  most  progressive  citv  ot  the 
Atlantii-  Provinces  ot' Canada.     Population  nearlv  50,000. 

Owing  to  the  fait  that  St.  John  Harlior  is  always  tree 
from  iie  and  never  frozen  over,  this  City  of  the  Loyalists 
rightly  claims  the  title  of  "Canada's  Winter  Port,"  and 
cluring  all  the  winter  season,  when  other  inland  ports  are 
bound  hard  in  frost  and  ice,  many  large  ocean  steamers  are 
daily  coming  and  going,  loading  or  unloading  their  cargoes 
ot  merchandise,  coming  from  and  destined  to  points  all 
over  Canada  and  United  States,  and  the  spacious  ware- 
houses and  the  elevators  are  the  scenes  of  much  activity. 

During  the  winter  season  of  1904-5  there  were  102 
sailings  ot  Trans-Atlantic  steamers  from  this  fort,  carrying 
away  ^14,879,479.00  worth  of  exports, while  the  lumber 
shipments  from  this  port  annuully,  figure  about  237,000, 
000  superficial  t'cct.

Cr  iwning  the  summit  iif  Carlrtun  Hcit;hts,  and  u.mmanding  a  mwt 
eXjiamiVT  view  ..t'  bay,  harlior  and  lity,  stands  the  Martrllo  Towfr, 
built  in  1811  by  t;,c  Im|«Tial  Tri>n|)8  then  statiimi-d  at  St.  John.  The 
wall!  ut'the  Tuwer  are  six  feet  thick,  and  all  the  stiinc  used  in  the  con 
itruction  wa»  conveyed  in  handbarruws  from  the  shore  tar  below. 
The  building  is  in  ar.  excellent  state  of  (reservation,  and  has  invariably 
proved  to  be  an  object  of  great  interest  to  stringers.

School  children  free  when 
accompanied  by  teachers.  Automobiles  and  Buckboards  call  at  the 
Tower. 

Fort  La  Tour. 

At  the  foot  of  Middle  street,  Carlcton  (  West  St.  John ),  may  be  seen 
the  remains  of  some  earthworks  which,  it  is  popularly  supposed!  marked 
the  site  of  Kort  La  Tour,  erected  in  1631.  This  fort,  a  dozen  years 
later,  was  the  theatre  of  stirring  events  in  the  tierce  fued  between 
Charles  La  Tour,  its  commander,  and  his  rival,  Charnisay,  who  was 
estabhshed,  just  across  the  bay,  at  Port  Royal  (now  called  Annapolis) 
The  seiges  ot  Fort  La  Tour ;  the  part  played  in  the  (btal  drama  bv  men 
and  ships  fiom  Boston,  who  came  to  aid  La  Tour ;  the  final  capture  of 
the  tort  by  Charnisay,  with  its  tragic  sequence  ;  the  heroism  of  Lady 
La  Tour,  who  died  heartbroken,  the  victim  of  the  treachery  of  a  pitiless 
foe,  are  incidents  in  the  most  thri  -.g  tragedy  in  the  history  of  Acadia. 
Fort  La  Tour  was  destroyed  by  Phi  ps,  of  Ma'seachusettt ;  and  when  the 
British  completed  th(  conquest  of  this  part  of  Acadia,  Fort  Frederick 
was  erected  on  the  site  of  Fort  La  Tour.  "The  Old  Fort, ' '  as  this  place 
IS  now  called,  is  only  a  short  distance  from  landing  of  Carleton  Ferry.

and  west  of  Montreal ;  the  City  Hall,  Prince  William  street,  and  the 
Post  Office,  just  opposite  City  Hall.  On  Prince  William  street  are 
most  of  the  Banks,  and  similar  institutions. 

Schools  —  The  principal  schools  are  the  High  School,  on  Union 
street,  between  Dock  street  and  Chipman  avenue  j  Victoria  School, 
corner  Sydney  and  Duke  streets  ;  Alexandra,  on  Metcalf  street  j  Duf- 
tcrin  School,  Elm  street;  and  La  Tour  School,  West  End. 

A  visit  to  any  of  these  will  be  enjoyed  by  any  [>ersons  interested. 
The  schools  open  at  9  a.m.  and  close  at  3,30  p.m. 


The  Free  Public 

LiBKAKV       BuiLHINC, 

presented  by  Mr.  A.

The  Library  itself 
was  founded  in  1880. 
There  are  now  about 
1 4,000  volumes  on 
the  shelves,  while  an 
excellent  reading  room 
is  well  supplied  with 
periodical  literature.

The  Library  is  open  to  all  citizens  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Mayor,  an  Alderman,  or  one  of  the  Commissioners.  It  is  o\vtn  also 
to  visitors  to  the  city  on  their  making  a  deposit  of  S5  with  the 
Librarian,  which  will  be  refunded  on  surrender  of  the  library  card. 

The  different  Fire  Stations  in  the  city  will  be  found  w-U  equipped  and 
are  worthy  a  tour  of  inspection. 

Chipman  House,  on  Hazen  avenue,  now  <^.  upcd  as  a  Seamen's 
Mission,  is  one  of  the  very  oldest  buildings  in  tlic  city  today.  Origin- 
ally the  building  was  surrounded  by  tine  gardens,  running  from  Union 
street  to  the  top  of  the  hill  overiooking  the  valley,  and  was  built  about 
1789  by  Ward  Chipman.  In  1794  His  Royal  Highness,  Duke  of 
York,  the  father  of  Queen  Victoria,  visited  St.  John  and  was 
entertained  in  this  building;  and  again  in  i860,  Albert  Edward,  Prince 
ol  Wales,  now  King  Edward  VII.,  was  entertained  in  the  same  house 
during  his  visit  to  the  city. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  now  in  temporary  quarters  at  King  street, 
pending  the  erecrion  of  a  fine  new  building  on  Hazen  avenue. 


Other  Points  of  Interest, 

KiNfi  SyUARE  (which  in  any  other  town  would  be  called  a  Park)  is 
that  level  plot  situated  at  the  head  of  King  street,  and  extending  to 
Sydney  street.  In  the  Square  the  visitor  finds  a  monument  erected  to 
the  memory  ot  Fred.  Young,  a  youth  who,  during  a  wild  storm,  lost 
^is  lite  ,n  Courtenay  Bay  in  a  fruitless  effort  to  save  a  bov  from  drown- 
ng.  Ihe  stone  building  ftcing  the  monument  is  theCour,  House, 
behind  which  are  the  Gaol  and  Police  Station. 

The  Oin  BiRviNr,  Ground  (lying  northeast  of  King  Square)  con- 
tains the  graves  of  many  of  the  founders  of  the  "  Citv  bv  the  Sea"— 
Loyalists,  and  their  immediate  descendants.  Here  are  manv  quaint  old 
ombstones  with  equally  quaint  epitaphs,  marking  the  resting  places  of 
the  toretathers  ot  many  of  the  citizens  of  St.  John. 

From  the  Queen  Square,  situate  two  blocks  south  of  King  Square 
hne  views  of  the  Bay  and  entrance  to  the  Harbor  are  obtained.  Sur- 
rounding Queen  Square  are  many  of  St.  John's  finest  residences. 

IWarket  Slip,  at  the  foot  of  King  street,  marks  the  actual  landing 
phce  ot  the  Loyalists.  Here,  on  the  ,8th  May,  ,78,,  disembarked 
three  thousand  loyal  and  determined  souls,  the  founders  of  St.  John.

Fembill  Cemetery, 


A  pleasant  ride  by  carriage  could  be  taken  to  Fernhill,  a  mile  out  or 
town,  and  one  of  the  most  beautiful  cenieteries,  in  its  natural  features, 
to  be  found  in  America.  It  comprises  145  acres,  traversed  by  well 
kept,  shady  avenues.  An  undulatiiiii,  and  in  part  hilly  surface,  lends 
picturesqueness  to  the  general  aspect,  and  the  beauty  of  the  place  is 
heightened  by  the  profusion  o.'  trees  within  its  borders.  A  handsome 
memorial  fountain  stands  in  the  midst  of  the  most  beautiful  portion.  A 
ride  in  the  winding  avenues  at  Fernhill  opens  up  charming  vistas  ot 
scenery,  and  in  one  section  are  to  he  seen  beds  of  very  large  and  beau- 
tiful ferns,  for  which  the  region  is  noted,  and  from  which  the  name  is 
derived.  The  ride  to  Fernhill  should  be  taken  bv  the  eastern  entrance. 
On  the  way  a  splendid  view  is  obtained  of  Courtenay  Bay,  and  the  shore 
and  countryside  beyond  j  while  tar  out  is  seen  Partridge  Island,  and  be- 
yond it  the  broad  bosom  of  the  Bay  of  Fundv.  The  return  should  be 
made  from  the  western  gateway,  along  the  Marsh  road.

Famous  Reversing  Falb* 

Passing  along  Main  street,  and  out  of  the  city  by  way  of  Douglas 
Avenue,  along  which  splendid  views  are  obtained,  is  but  a  few  minutes' 
car  ride  to  the  narrow  and  high  walled  gorge  ( at  one  point  less  than  500 
feet  wide)  through  which  the  waters  of  a  river  450  miles  long  pour  into 
the  harbor.  The  falls  are  at  the  head  of  this  winding  gorge.  When 
the  tide  is  at  low  ebb  there  is  a  fall  of  about  fifteen  feet  toward  the  har- 
bor. When  the  tide  returns,  it  moves  up  the  gorge,  overcomes  the 
river  i  urrent,  and  causes  a  fall  in  the  opposite  direction.  At  half  tide 
the  Surface  is  smooth,  and  vessels  go  up  and  down  in  safety.  The 
Suspension  Bridge,  over  the  gorge,  has  a  span  of  640  feet.  The 
Cantilever  Railway  Bridire,  beside  it,  has  a  span  of  477  feet,  and  is 
seventy  feet  above  the  highest  tide.  The  best  view  of  the  Kails  can  be 
secured  by  going  down  to  the  shore  by  Murray  &  Gregory's  mill,  on 
the  one  side,  or  that  of  A.  Cashing  &c  Co.  on  the  other.  Shelter 
houses  have  been  provided,  where  visitore  may  sit  and  inspect  the  Falls 
at  their  leisure.  The  best  time  to  see  the  Falls  is  when  the  tide  is  at  its 
lowest  \  but  to  fully  appreciate  this  great  natural  wonder,  the  visitor 
should  see  the  Falls  at  high  tide  as  well,  when  the  waters  tumble  up 
stream.  Along  the  shore,  and  among  the  rocks  close  to  the  seething 
rapids,  can  be  found  at  all  times  of  tide  beautiful  and  peculiar  scenic 
effects,  which  delight  the  visitor,  especially  if  one  has  brought  a  camera 
along.  Close  to  the  Falls  there  is  a  mammoth  pulp  mill  {one  of  the 
largest  in  Canada),  and  also  one  of  the  finest  lumber  mills  in  the 
province.

Many  of  the  Rivers  that  empty  into  the  Bay  are  Tidal  Rivers,  and 
at  hii;h  water  are  a  rushin;;  torrent,  while  at  low  water  the  glistening 
red  mud  stares  naked  against  the  heavens,  while  a  narrow  str"am 
triikles  down  their  bed.  On  the  I'etiteodiae  there  is  the  world-famed 
'Bore,"  whiih  has  a  eounteipart  in  only  one  other  Rivei  on  the 
globe,  the  Tsien-Tang-Kiang. 

The  peculiar  I'hcnomena  of  the  St.  (ohn  Falls,  which  is  not  re- 
produced elsewhere,  rs  due  to  the  Tide,"  and  here  is  witnessed  a  Fall 
with  three  dirti-rcnt  phases,  when  it  runs  down  River,  when  it  runs  up 
River,       d  when  it  rests  from  its  seeming  reversion  of  nature's  laws.

Under  ordinary  circumstances  the  rise  of  Spring  'I'ides  at  \'armouth 
is  sixteen  feet  ;  Digby  twenty-seven  feet  ;  Annapolis  twentv-nine  feet; 
Horton  Blutf  forty-eight  feet ;  St.  Andrews  twenty-tive  feet ;  St.  John 
twenty-seven  tl-et ;  yuaco  thirty  feet.  While  extreme  ranges  exceed 
these  ligures,  the  maximum  range  near  the  Basin  of  .Vlinas,  at  the  head 
of  the  Bay,  being  fifty-three  feet.

Loch  Lom()M)  supplies  free  trout  tishin^',  and  is  within  eleven  miles 
of"  the  city,  easily  reached  by  wheel  or  carriages. 

The  Loch  is  really  a  series  of*  lakes  4',,  5 '2  an^  '  '2  "^'^^s  long 
res[>ectively,  while  the  country  within  a  radius  ot"  3^'  uf  a  mile  supplies 
some  I  5  smallei  fishing  lakes.  Boats  may  be  obtained  at  either  of  the 
hotels,  Barker's  or  Johnson's,  where  comfortable  quarters  are  provided. 

Garneit  Sthkam,  on  the  Loch  Lomond  Road,  15  miles  from  the 
City,  and  Treadweli-'s  Lake,  10  miles  on  Loch  Lomond  Road,  are 
also  g<)od  places.  At  Sr.  Martins,  ;',o  miles  fiom  St.  John,  reached 
bv  L  C.  ^.  and  St.  Martins  Railway,  or  by  stage,  there  is  abundant 
trout  fishing. 

New  River,  Bonnv  R[ver,  and  Lake  Utopia,  on  the  New 
Brunswick  Southern  Railway,  are  exceptionally  good  places.

'  CANADIAN    PACIFIC   RAILWAY. 

''  From  St.  Jakn  10  fycstfirld  (  14  miles)  the  railway  follows  close 
along  the  shore  of  the  River  St.  John,  and  gives  the  traveller  a  contin- 
uous panorama  of  most  beautiful  scenes.  Westfield  is  a  charming  spot, 
and  would  well  rcpav  a  visit. 

Frcdtricton  (80  miles)  is  the  capital  of  the  Province,  and  contains 
much  of  interest  to  the  Tourist.  Here  are  the  Parliament  Buildings, 
the  Anglican  Cathedral,  the  I'niversity  of  New  Brunswick,  and  the 
Provincial  Normal  School.  A  pleasant  round  trip  from  St.  John  to 
Fredericton  by  boat  and  return  by  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  or  vice 
■versa.  Further  north  from  Fredericton  is  H^aaJstoei,  a  pleasant  town, 
situated  in  the  centre  of  what  is  probably  th'e  best  agricultural  district  in 
the  Province.  From  Woodstock  the  railway  closely  hugs  the  shore  of 
the  river,  which  is  here  in  decided  contrast^to  the  lower  St.  John.  In 
places  great  hills  arise  on  either  side,  and  the  gorge  of  the  river  is  much 
narrower  and  the  water  more  rapid.    - 


^njoirr,  bcini;  situated  at  the  mmith  of  the  Tobiijuc  River,  is  the 
starting  point  t'or  the  game  repiiins  ot'  the  Tobique.  About  twenty 
miles  from  Andover  are  the  CinnJ  Fal/s.  Xo  Tourist  should  visit 
Xew  Brunswick  without  seeing  these  Falls. 

Beyond  Grand  Falls  is  E.lmun.lu'.it  and  the  great  sporting  and  camp- 
ing grounds  of  the  Sijuatook  and  Temisc<iuata. 

A  branch  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  from  Mc  Adam  Junction 
takes  the  traveller  to  St.  Sitpli,;,  and  ,SV.  Aluiien-s  and  I'assamauuoddv

THE  Intercolonial  railway 

Traverses  the  whole  of  the  eastern  coast  of  New  Brunswick,  and  also 
the  greater  portion  of  the  northern  section  of  the  Province.  Six  miles 
from  St.  John  the  railway  foIli>ws  closelv  aUing  the  banks  of  the  Ken- 
nebeccasis  River  to  the  beautiful  village  of  Rr,,lcia<,-  (9  miles),  which  is 
described  elsewhere. 

Hampton  (zz  miles)  is  a  pretty  village,  and  here  connection  is  made 
with  the  Central  Railway  for  .SV.  Marlins,  a  charming  resort  on  the 
Bay  of  Fundy. 

The  AVmi  Siuiiswici  Cuai  avd  Raihcax  Co' s  line  starts  from  Norton 
Junction   on   the   Intercolonial  (35   miles  from  St.  John),  and   runs 
^4 


through  central  New  Brunswick  t.i  Chipman,  at  the  head  "f  the 
beautiful  Grand  Lake,  and  to  the  Minti.Coal  fields,  passing  Belleisle  and 
Washadrmoak  Rivns.  Steamers  from  St.  John  have  termmals  at 
Chipman,  Washademoak  and  Belleisle,  and  pleasant  round  trips  l.y  rail 
and  river  can  be  made  between  St.  John   and  these  p<iints. 

Sussex  (40  miles)  is  a  prosperous  village  <i"  ited  in  an  excellent 
agricultural  countty. 

At    Mcmron   (90  miles),  known    as  "Railway    Town,"    the 

Intercolonial  Railway  has  its  head  offices.  The  great  attraction  at 
Moncton  is  the  wonderful  Tidal  Bore  of  the  Hetitcodiac  River.  Here 
the  railway  divides,  one  line  running  east  and  south  through  the  beauti- 
ful marshes  of  the  Memramcciok  and  Tantramar  to  Dorchester  and 
Sackville,  and  on  into  Nova  Scotia,  which  Piovince  is  completely 
traversed  by  this  Railway  system. 

^!  I'.iinsr,  Jii'uti'jn,  eight  miles  from  Moncton,  connection  is  ma.i'- 
for  Point  du  Chene  on  the  Northumberland  Strj^rs,  where  steamer  ib 
taken  for  Hrince  Edward  Island,  the  beautiful  green  ifit  of  the  gulf. 

Starting  from  Moncton,  the  other  branch  of  the  I.  C.  R.  runs  north 
through  the  coul.ties  of  Kent,  Northumberland,  Gloucester  and  Restl- 
gouche,  amid  varied  and  beautiful  scenery,  past  rivers  where  trout  and 
salmon  abound,  until  the  far-famed  Metapedia  River,  in  the  Province 
of  (Quebec,  is  reached. 

r/ie  Ne^o  Bruns'.chk  Soul/tern  Railway,  starting  from  West  St. 
lohn,  runs  along  the  coast  for  some  distance,  and  through  the  counties 
of  St.  John  and  Charlotte  to  St.  Stephen.  This  line  traverses  a  district 
full  of  lakes  and  streams,  in  all  of  which  trout  and  toguc  are  plentiful. 
At  Ne-.v  River  and  Bonnt  Riier  there  is  particularly  good  fishing. 
Both'of  these  places  are  within  easy  reach  of  St.  John.  At  Bonny 
River  there  is  a  good  hotel,  and  here  guides,  etc.,  can  be  obtained  it  the 
Tourist  wishes  to  take  a  trip  through  the  beautiful  lakes  of  this  section. 
This  portion  of  the  Province  is  also  noted  for  excellent  deer,  moose  and 
small  shooting.

Briei  Historical  Sketch. 

In  the  month  of  June,  1604,  a  little  French  ship  sailed 
into  what  is  now  called  the  Harbor  of  St.  John,  and 
dropped  anchor.  Upon  her  deck  stood  Champlain  and 
DeMonts,  men  afterwards  famous  in  the  history  of  this 
country.  In  honor  of  the  day  —  the  festival  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  —  they  named  the  river  ■'  St.  John." 

There  are  many  picturesque  incidents  connected  with 
our  history ;  none  more  so  than  the  gallant  defence,  by 
Lady  La  Tour,  of  her  husband's  home  and  fort  against 
Charnisay.  The  sit;  of  the  fort,  it  is  supposed,  was  on 
the  western  side  of  the  St.  John  harbor.  Of  this  pathetic 
incident  a  full  description  is  obtainable  from  Hannay's 
History  of  Acadia,  or  Hay's  Canadian  History  Readings. 

On  May  i8th,  1783,  there  landed  here  twenty  ship- 
loads ot  United  Empire  Loyalists,  who  numbered  about 
3,000.  These  'ommenced  with  vigor  to  build  a  citv, 
which,  though  it  has  passed  through  many  vicissitudes,  is 
nevertheless  a  credit  to  its  founders. 

In  I  784  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  had 
hitherto  been  part  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  constituted  a 
separate  province.  On  the  i8th  of  June,  1784,  the  first 
great  fire  occurred.  Gen.  Thomas  Carleton  was  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  New  Brunswick,  and  on  November 
22nd  held  his  first  council. 

Supreme  Court  convened  25  th  November,  1784, 
George  D.  Ludlow  being  first  Chief  Justice.  Fort  Howe 
Hill,  in  rear  of  the  city,  bears  the  remains  of  the  old 
stone  barracks,  where  lived  as  a  common  soldier  William 
Cobbett,  who  afterwards  was  a  member  of  the  British 
House  ot  Commons. 

On    May    18,    1785,    Hon.    Gabriel     Ludlow     was 
appointed    first    Mayor    of  St.    John.      His    monument, 
together  with  that  of  his   wife,  still  remains  in    the  old 
graveyard,  near  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Carleton. 
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Towards  the  close  of  1812,  the  Martello  Tower,  still 
in  sight  upon  the  heights  of  Carieton,  was  built.  On 
March  20th,  1820,  the  Bank  of  New  Brunswick  was 
established.  January  14th,  I  8? 7,  a  great  fire  occurred. 
St.  John's  (Stone)  Church,  built  1824.  January  1st, 
i860,  change  of  currency  to  decimal  system.  Wednes- 
day, 20th  June,  l«77,  two-thirds  of  the  city  was  swept 
by  fire,  13,000  people  were  rendered  homeless,  and  the 
financial  loss  involved  was  about  S2o,ooo,ooo.
